crowding will not be allowed. The 
appointed day’ will be advertised 
in advance, and there are ample 
Rafeguards to prevent any tenant 
from being worried unless he wil- 
fully refuses to give his family a 
chance of living under decent con- 
ditions.

The French Minister of Fin- 
ance, M. Vincent Auriol, received 
the press representatives of many 
countrics at 1.16 p.m, to-day, and 
explained to them the measures 
planned for carrying out the new 
monetary agreements arrived at 
between France, Great Britain and 
the United States. 

The Minister declared that the 
agreement was the resylt of long 
negotiations which had continued 
secretly ‘since June.-: The French 
Government did not desire one 
sided deflation and a consequent 
deflation race to come about, but 
regarded the present measures as 
a step towards economic and fin- 
ancial pence. 


SERIOUS MEASURES
